111  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES  The  majority  of  hospital  admissions  were  made  to  the  Truro 
Hospitals,  Treliske  and  the  City  Hospital,  with  the  exception  of  midwifery  and 
gynaecological  cases  which  were  admitted  to  the  Redruth  Miners’  and  General  Hospital 
some  35  miles  distant.  The  new  unit  at  Treliske  will  bring  these  services  about  10 
miles  nearer.  A  few  normal  midwifery  cases  were  admitted  to  the  unit  in  6t.  Austell. 
Outpatient  facilities  for  most  specialities  were  available  at  the  East  Cornwall 
Hospital,  Bodmin.  The  St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital,  Bodmin,  caters  both  for  admissions  and 
out-patients,  for  the  mentally  ill. 

Laboratory  Services  The  Public  Iiealtm  Laboratory  Service  at  Truro  serves  tne  area  for

All  parishes  with  the  exception  of  Lanhydrocl:  are  supplied  with  piped  water  hy 
the  north  and  Mid  Cornwall  Mater  Board.  Isolated  farms  and  groups  of  houses  still  rely 
upon  private  wells,  boreholes  or  springs.  Lost  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  from 
the  Board's  Be  Lank  source,  where  extensions  were  completed  during  the  year,  raising 
the  works  capacity  hy  0,75  million  gallons  per  day  to  2  millions.  The  addition,  of  vertical 
flow  sedimentation  tanks  and  improved?  methods  of  chemical  handling  has  resulted  in 
improved  quality  of  the  treated  water.  The  four  original  filters  installed  in  1954 


were  found  to  require  overhaul.  The  original  trunk  main,  which  wa 


designed  to  rigid

economy  standards  is  no  longer  able  to  carry  the  full  output  of  the  works, 
of  the  main  from  Plant ergantick  to  Wenford  Bridge  is  planned  for  1968,  and  further 
duplication  will  follow  in  subsequent  years.  These  improvements  will  allow  the 
elimination  of  the  local  supplies  for  Wadeb midge  town  which  are  acid  and  give  rise  to 
blue  discolouration  when  the  water  passes  through  new  copper  pipes. 

The  area  north  of  the  Camel  Estuary  continues  to  be  supplied  from  the  Board’s 
C rowdy  Brook  source  during  the  winter,  augmented  from  the  Be  Lank  supply  during  the 
summer.  The  construction  of  a  direct  a cs tact ion  impounding  reservoir  at  C rowdy  has 
been  delayed  by  legal  difficulties  in  acquiring  land.  Improved  supplies  to  St.  Minver 
Highlands  has  been  achieved  by  a  new  6"  main  between  Polzoath  and  Trebctherick,  together 
with  renewal  of  old  gavanised  pipes.  The  spring  supply  at  Polzeafh  has  been  eliminated. 
A  further  6"  mains  extension  is  planned  to  improve  the  distribution  in  Rock. 
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The  Board  submitted  173  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis,  of  which  165 
proved  to  bo  sterile.  The  remaining  eight  scattered  as  individual  samples  over 
the  year  showed  minor  evidence  of  contamination,  but  were  of  no  serious  significance. 


The  Public  Health  Department  submitted  JO  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological 
examination,  40  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Thirty  were  shown  to  be  contaminated  and 
all  were  from  private  sources.  The  users  were  advised  to  boil  their  drinking  water 
until  such  time  as  the  source  could  be  improved,  or  an  alternative  supply  obtained. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Hew  sewerage  systems  with  modern  treatment  works  were 
complied  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Merryn  (part),  Blisland  and  St.  Issey.  The  works  at 
St.  Merryn  treat  the  sewage  by  partial  extended  aeration,  the  effluent  passing  directly 
to  a  sea-outfall.  At  Blisland  complete  extended  aeration  is  given  and  the  effluent 
is  discharged  to  a  stream.  The  St,  Issey  system  has  the  standard  form  of-  works  with 
sedimentation  tanks,  sludge  drying,  and  biological  treatment  of  effluent.  All  these 
works  have  operated  satisfactorily  since  they  were  installed.  Some  owners  of  properties 
are  still  unwilling  to  connect  to  the  main  sowers.  Fortunately,  the  majority  of  those  who 
had  previously  defective  systems  have  now  joined. 

Other  schemes  in  the  course  of  preparation  are  for  St.  Llinver  Lowlands,  Port  Isaac 
and  V/ade bridge.  Work  may  commence  on  the  first  of  these  during  the  current  year, 

Sewrage  sjsbems  are  still  required  for  St.  Minver  Highlands,  St,  Mabyn  and  St.  Tudy, 

Trc lights,  Amble,  Hanstallon  and  Rumford. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  This  service  was  reasonably  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
The  heaviest  demands  made  upon  it  occur  during  t  e  summer  months,  when  hotels,  caravan 
and  camping  si  es  and  shops  create  increased  volumes  of  refuse,  much  of  it  combustible. 

The  waste  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council's  tip  at  Treworder,  a  site  well  situated  from 
a  nuisance  point  of  view.  The  provision  of  adequate  covering  material  makes  complete 
control  quite  difficult,  and  the  high  proportion  of  burnable  material  makes  fire  almost 
inevitable.  The  Rural  District,  enveloping  as  is  does  the  Borough  of  Bodmin,  has  caused 
me  to  think  many  times  whether  some  mutual  help  may  be  gained  by  providing  a  .  single 
service  for  both  Authorities. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council  employed  one  rodent  operator,  in  conjunction  with  Pads to?/ 
Urban  District  Council,  Treatment  of  domestic  premises  is  free,  but  a  charge  is  made 
for  the  treatment  of  all  business  premises.

The  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  increases  slowly  each  year.  The  number  of 
un-licensed  sites  created  for  the  holiday  season  gbows  rapidly,  so  much  so  that  reasonable 
supervision  by  the  department  becomes  impossible.  The  total  number  of  caravans  expressed 
in  the  figures  represents  the  premitted  numbers  on  authorised  sites  and  upon  which 
the  sanitary  provisions  are  based. 


On  some  sites  these  approved  numbers  are  frequently  exceeded,  and  services 
prove  to  be  inadequate.  The  supervision  of  tented  sites  is  similarly  inadequate. 
The  number  of  licensed  sites  in  1$'67  was  2.  One  only  has  to  take  a  cursory  look 
around  the  district  during  the  summer  to  appreciate  how  unrealistic  this  figure  is. 
Many  sites  are  used  for  considerable  periods  for  tourists  camping  in  tents,  without 
any  sanitary  provisions  whatever.  There  can  be  no  cofusion  in  the  sanitary  needs 
of  people  ‘whether  in  caravans  or  tents,  but  there  is  a  considerable  difference  in 
the  law  relating  to  these  classes.

In  additon  there  are  innumerable  Boarding  Houses,  holiday  accommodation  and 
bed  and  breakfast  establisments  which  are  beyond  the  department’s  supervision. 

The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  on  food  preparing  premises  was  I84. 

The  employment  of  large  numbers  of  unskilled  food  handlers  during  the  season  unaware 
of  the  simples  requirements  cf  careful  food  handling,  and  often  at  extremely  low 
rates  of  pay  gives  rise  to  some  concern.  Fortunately  large  quantities  of  retailed 
food  arc  now  prepacked. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspection  of  shops,  cafes  and  hotels  the  following 
circulars  were  distributed:- 

a)  10  point  code  for  Food  Tro.de  Workers  and  Housewives. 

b )  Advice  on  the  Retailing  of  Fresh  Meat  Pies,  Cooked  Meats  and  Fresh  Sausages. 

During  the  year  all  owners  of  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles  were  sent  a  pamphlet, 
giving  details  of  the  requirements  of  the  above  regulations,  and  advice  has  been 
given  on  compliance  with  the  regulations.  Inspection  of  the  delivery  vehicles  is 
being  carried  out  as  time  permits,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  provision  of 
wash  hand  basin,  water  supply  and  first  aid  materials  is  proceeding. 

Milk  Supplies  The  County  Council  are  the  supervising  authority  for  the  sale  of  milk. 
The  Rural  District  registers  distributors  only,  of  whoa  there  are  60.  The  bulk  of 
milk  distributed  is  pasteurised,  though,’ t  a  portion  is  raw  from  tuberculin  tested  herds 
This  grade  of  milk  is  obviously  open  to  the  risk  of  transmitting  brucellosis  from 
infected  cows.  The  District  was  invited  to  take  part  in  a  brucellosis  survey  during 
the  year.  Voluteers  who  numbered  just  over  100  submitted  themselves  to  skin  tests, 
and  2  blood  samples  to  detect  the  existence  of  circulating  antibodies  associated  with 
previous  infection.  Only  one  sdject  produced  any  suggestive  evidence  of  recent 
infection,  a  young  farm  worker  who  would  be  at  special  risk.  The  inference  from  thi 
small  mixed  sample  is  that  brucellosis  is  relatively  uncommon  amongst  the  resident 
population.  In  fact  only  two  cases  have  been  reported  to  me  in  the  past  20  years, 
and  one  of  these  was  acquired  abroad.

The  department  has  been  involved  in  a  County  wide  survey  of  cream.  There  is 
as  yet  no  official  bacteriological  standard  established  for  cream.  Samples  were 
also  submitted  for  brucella  organisms,  which  might  be  present  in  untreated  cream.  No 
positive  results  were  obtained  from  the  53  submitted. 

Ice  Cream  The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  was  95 > 

the  majority  retailing  the  prepacked  product.  Samples  were  taken  from  those  retailing 

"loose1'  ice  cream  with  the  following  results s-

During  the  current  year  more  supervision  of  the  facilities  for  serving  ice  cream  is 
being  given.

There  are  no  pasteurising  plants  in  the  district  but  one  sample  of  liquid  egg 
was  submitted  from  a  bakery.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

There  are  4  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  at  which  regular  slaughtering 
takes  place.  Most  of  the  animals  are  killed  and  inspected  during  normal  working 
hours  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  make  any  order  specifying  the  days  and  times 
at  whic  slaughtering  may  take  place.  All  carcasses  and  offal  are  inspected,  prior 
to  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  stamped  when  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Six  contraventions  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Regulations  were  remedied  informally.

One  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  total  measles  cases  were  notified  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  The  notified  canes  of  scarlet  fever  represented  a  few  of 
the  mild  cases  with  a  fleeting  rash  and  were  obviously  part  of  a  much  more  widely 
distributed  infection  by  h^omoltyic  streptococcus. 

Although  the  existence  of  gastro  enteritis  was  rumoured  especially  during  the 
holiday  season,  no  specific  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  were  reported. 

The  usual  round  of  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  took  place 
with  a  good  acceptance.  The  incidence  cf  significant  positive  results  was  small. 

Protective  inoculations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  srrallpox 
and  poliomyelitis  continued  to  be  given  at  surgeries  and  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 
The  proportion  of  children  born  in  1966,  fully  protected  in  1967  weres-
